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1. This report supplements Special Report No. 42 (10 February 1946)* See 
also Special Report No. £1. 

2. In compliance with SSD instructions* source has been keeping tab on 
EKDEBRT # s activities. In gathering the inform ation p ut forth in this report* 
source has been greatly aided by the fact that NBXNBRT believes in his un- 
questioning loyalty to Captain SKURIN; source has taken pains not to disabuse 
him. 

3. SEINER?* s original mission* handed to him by hia controlling officer 
Captain SKURIN* mas to ascertain the thereabouts of his farmer colleagues 
among the Nationalsosialistische Pohrtogsoffiiiere (KSFO) and of members of 
the Reichspropagandamis ter ium down to the clerical help. This assignment came 
to an end some time in December 1945. 

4. At present* source believes* SEINER?* s principal occupation Is to 
vorlte Stiaaongsberlchte (reports on piblic sentiment and th e gener al situa- 
tion). However* source gathers from stray indications that SEBfERT also col- 
lects information of a military and political nature originating in the U.S. 
and British zone of Germany. 

5. IRXNSRT's last trip took him to PL1UEN and QERk* Source observes that 
these localities are dose to the southern demarcation line* separating the 
Soviet from the United States zone. He mas absent from BERLIN from the 17th 
until the 23rd of March. After his return he related to source rtiat had traae- 
spir ed on t his trip. Source considers the following salient occurrences* taken 
from SEINER?* s account* as of possible interest to us: 

6. In FLAUEN* SKIN®? happened to be present when a Russian girl interpre- 
ter was arrested* after it had been established * beyond peradventure* that she 
worked for the United States Secret Service. She had been given instructions 
to gather intelligence of a military nature. 

7* SEINER? claimed to have learned that U.S. armored formations are 
being concentrated in the general area of FULDA and also that U. S. troops had 
moved into parts of the British zone. 

8. SEINER? had on repeated occasions told source that his relations to 
SKURIN were excellent, which could be explained by the fact th at t heir politi- 
cal opinions happen to be the same. Source is convinced that WBBfBR? is tell- 
ing the truth* and believes that the following significant incident sheds some 
light on SEINER? 1 s true leanings: SEINERT told source one day, with a ring of 
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indignation In hi* voice, that a colleague of hie who lived in BBaUN/JBCHNiU 
had worked both for SHRIH and the Americana. VBINBRT had learned about thia 
and forthwith notified SBHIH who had the traitor arrested. 

9. Source learned from 1SINERT that he frequently visits the British and 
American sectors where he carries cut investigations. 

10. YKXNKBT left HBUJH on £6 March for HK0HALDBNSUBB1 and MAODSBOtt. 

He has promised to oall on source as soon as he gets back, presumably* on 1 
April.

1. ABd has instructed source to continue observing ffgfflBtPa activities, in 
particular to try to get hold of one of his Stisnungsberichte. 

g. Sou rce contends that it w>uld be an artrsaely hasardous enterprise to turn 
MBttt because in his whole mental makeup and also in hie baslt philosophy 
he is oriented toward the last. He had, up to the bitter end, held on to the 
national socialist lbltanschaaung and then, very determinedly looked far a 
berth in the Bolshevist camp, 

3. AB Sit It would be comparatively easy to arrest YKD05RT in one of the Allied 
sectors. Given the absolute assurance that Apprehended, wlllfwith- 

out promise a return engagement )di$appear without leaving a trace* his inter- 
rogation should prove of considerable value to us. Hthout this assurance, he 
ie uld merely be a menace to the security of source and had better be left alone. 
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
